The application has been amended as follows:

inserted between "marks" and "respectively". 

Claims 11, and 14-17 have been canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or render obvious the claimed combination, in particular a sheet 
package where the package member comprises an identification mark so that the 
identification mark will be placed in a reading area of a sensor when the sheet package 
is loaded in the printer correctly and a plurality of error marks which when loaded into 
the printer incorrectly causes the sensor to detect an error.
